[0019] Fig. 6 shows a standby state of a nozzle cleaner 14 
incorporated in a casing 6. The nozzle cleaner 14 is 
constituted by a nozzle 15 that is extensible to wash a 
private part of a human body, and a reflector 16 that 
reflects washing water 17 (Fig. 7) from the nozzle 15 to 
clean the nozzle 15. In the standby state, the nozzle 15 is 
housed in the casing 6, and the reflector 16 is closed so as 
to cover the nozzle 15. 

[0020] Fig. 7 is a view showing that the nozzle cleaner 14 
is in a nozzle cleaning state.. In the nozzle cleaning state 
of Fig. 7, the reflector 16 turns upward, and a spray hole 
18 of the nozzle 15 from which washing water is sprayed 
extends to a position downward of . the reflector 16. Then, 
the washing water 17 is sprayed from the nozzle 15 toward 
the lower surface of the reflector 16, and the washing water 
17 reflected from the reflector 16 at that time cleans the 
nozzle 15. While a rotatable reflector is used as the 
reflector 16 in this example, the reflector 16 need not be 
limited to this rotatable reflector, but a fixed reflector 
may also be used. Furthermore, not a system in which the 
washing water 17 is reflected on the reflector 16 for 
cleaning, but a system in which the washing water is 
directly sprayed onto the nozzle 15 for cleaning may be 
employed. While the nozzle cleaner returns to the standby 
state of Fig. 6 after the nozzle 15 is cleaned in this 
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example, it may directly shift to a private part washing 
state of Fig. 8.

[0025] In this example, if "SEAT STERILIZED" lights up, an 
automatic opening operation is performed so that the lid 4 
can be opened. After the opening operation, the apparatus 
is brought into the nozzle cleaning state of Fig. 7. When 
the apparatus is brought into the nozzle cleaning state of 
Fig. 7, an indication B "NOZZLE CLEANING" on the display 9 
lights up, and this indication informs the user that the 
nozzle is being cleaned. Even if the user is being seated 
on the toilet seat 3 at that time, the washing water 17 does 
not hit the user since the washing water 17 is reflected 
downward by the reflector 16. 

[0026] When the cleaning of the nozzle 15 is terminated, 
the indication B "NOZZLE CLEANING" on the display 9 lights 
off, and an alternative indication B "NOZZLE CLEANED" lights 
up so as to inform the user of the termination of the nozzle 
cleaning. At this time, the nozzle cleaner 14 is brought 
into the standby state of Fig. 6. When the nozzle cleaning 
is terminated, the indication B "NOZZLE CLEANING" lights 
off, and- alternatively the indication B "NOZZLE CLEANED" 
lights up, so that the user can recognize that the nozzle 
cleaning is terminated. 

[0027] If the user leaves the toilet seat 3 of the sanitary 
washing seat apparatus 1, the human body detection sensor 8 
senses this, and a closing operation of the lid 4 is 
performed. Then, the nozzle cleaning of Fig. 7 is 
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performed, and if the nozzle cleaning is terminated, the 
nozzle cleaner returns to the standby state of Fig. 6. 
While the indication B indicates the operating state of the 
nozzle cleaner 14 even when the user leaves the toilet seat 
3 in this example, the indication B need not make such an 
indication since the user is away from the sanitary washing 
seat apparatus 1. In addition, the nozzle cleaning need not 
be performed when the user leaves the toilet seat 3.
